The statistics say that the federal government is now a larger 
dispenser of fringe benefits than private industry. In 1970, fringe 
benefits in private industry amounted to 26.6 percent of basic wages 
and salaries whil'e • the figure for the federal government was 
27.8 percents..This contrasted with the last survey made by the 
U. S. Labor Department in 1968, when private employer expendi¬ 
tures came to 25.1 percent and the federal government’s were 24.3 
percent. 

The image of government as a progressive employer compared 
to private enterprise should be tempered by the fact that private 
enterprise carries a double burden. It must pay for its own fringe 
benefits as well as put up the taxes that go to support the fringe 
benefits of those who work for government. It is hardly a fair 
comparison.
